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Code change affects new 
commercial and high-rise 
residential buildings 


The Massachusetts Board of Building Regulations 
and Standards (BBRS) has adopted new require- 
ments for energy conservation to be included in the 
State Building Code (780 CMR, Chapter 13). The 
new provisions take effect on January 1, 2001 and 
they constitute an entire replacement of the current 
Chapter 13, which affects all new commercial and 
high-rise residential buildings in Massachusetts. 


The BBRS, in cooperation with the US Department 
of Energy and Massachusetts gas and electric utilities, 
is offering training seminars on the new energy code 
beginning this month. Architects, engineers, 
interior designers, contractors and others are 
encouraged to attend. For more information about

BSA measures the weather on 
the South Boston waterfront 


The BSA Seaport Focus Team launched its 
“Barometer” at Build Boston in November. The 
“Barometer”, a unique analytical CAD-based tool, is 
designed to measure the status of the changing 
“weather” in the South Boston waterfront district 
— that is, the implications of evolving development 
proposals in light of the parameters and goals 
articulated generally and so well in the City’s/BRA’s 
general plan for this new district. 


The Barometer tracks district-wide issues such as 
open space, land use, transportation capacity, and 
height and density near the water's edge. In 
November, Constance Bodurow, AICP, Assoc. AIA, 
and Todd Lee, FAIA, Co-Chairs of the Focus Team, 
moderated a workshop at Build Boston on “Design 
Progress in Boston's Seaport District,” which was 
sponsored by the BSA Urban Design Committee. 
Representatives of major participants in the District 
— Chan Krieger & Associates’ Alex Krieger FAIA 
for MassPort, HNTB’s Don Grinberg FAIA for 
HNTB/Rafael Vifioly Architects and the Boston 
Convention and Exhibition Center, the BRA’s 
Homer Russell and Cooper Robertson Architects’ 
Brian Shea for the BRA Public Realm Plan, and 
Urban Strategies’ Ken Greenburg for the Fan Pier — 
discussed the proposed projects.

Campbell sums up the century 


Pulitzer Prize-winning architecture critic/writer 
Robert Campbell FAIA, in an end-of-the-century 
summary for The Boston Globe, described a century 
in architecture bracketed chronologically by the 
Bauhaus and Frank Gehry FAIA’s Guggenheim 
Museum in Bilbao. 


Characterizing the 20th century as “The Modern 
Movement and Its Enemies,” Campbell suggested a 
century marked by these watershed events or works 
of architecture: 


© The Bauhaus “lasted for only a dozen years but 
its ideas changed the world.” 


© LeCorbusier’s Towards a New Architecture was 
“the best propaganda ever for Modernist ideas” while 
also foreshadowing Corbusier's “disastrously 
influential ideas about city planning...the world of 
freeways, high-rise housing, office parks and 
shopping malls we later built.” 


© Ebenezer Howard’s Garden Cities of Tomorrow, 
which was a “vision of a compact, self-contained, 
sprawl-free suburban paradise [that] led directly to 
today’s ‘New Urbanism’ — an anti-Corbusian 
movement...” 


© The automobile, which “drained center cities of 
much of their life and isolated Americans from one 
another...By scattering us across the countryside, the 
automobile made architecture less important in most 
people's lives.” 


© Frank Lloyd Wright, “who never lost faith in the 
importance of natural materials and human scale... 
[but] fell too much in love with the automobile” like 
other Modernists. Wright and his Finnish 
counterpart Alvar Aalto “cared deeply about the full 
range of human experience and about the relation of 
architecture to the forces of nature.” 


© Jane Jacobs’ The Death and Life of Great 
American Cities was “by far the most powerful attack 
on Corbusian planning principles.” 


© The demolition of Penn Station in New York 
City was the loss of a masterpiece “but even more 
important was the way it spurred the emergence of 
the historic-preservation movement.” 


© The Kimbell Museum in Fort Worth, Louis 
Kahn's masterpiece and “the best US building of the 
post-Wright half of the century.” 


© The sustainability movement as “cause for hope”. 


® Gehry’s museum in Bilbao seems likely to be 
remembered “as the moment, at the end of a 
millennium, when we crossed the threshold to a new 
kind of architecture.” 


Ed. note: It is of interest to note that a recent poll of 
construction professionals identified these 10 most 
significant construction achievements of the past 
century: the Chunnel Tunnel, the Golden Gate Bridge, 
the US interstate highway system, the Empire State 
Building, the Hoover Dam, the Panama Canal, the 
Sydney Opera House, the Aswan High Dam, the World 
Trade Center in New York, and Chek Lap Kok Airport 
in Hong Kong. 


Architects, contractors and 
subcontractors are fueling 
materials-recycling effort 


At a December gathering at the BSA, representatives 
of the industry including architects, contractors and 
subcontractors had a unique opportunity to develop 
a collaboration with Boston's non-profit Building 
Materials Resource Center. 


The Center, located in Roxbury at 617-442-8917, is 
a building-materials reuse project that relies on 
donations of good-quality used and surplus building 
materials and re-distributes those materials to low- 
income and working-class homeowners and inner- 
city nonprofit organizations. The two-part goal is to 
improve the quality of life in Boston’s inner-city 
neighborhoods by facilitating long-term 
homeownership and simultaneously to prevent the 
needless disposal of perfectly good building materials 
into our landfills. 


Those who are contributing used, surplus and other 
building materials to the Center include 
homeowners, contractors, construction companies, 
retailers, manufacturers, wholesalers, and others who 
receive a tax break for the estimated fair market 
value of the donated materials (we also save on 
disposal fees). 


The Center is located at 100 Terrace Street in 
Roxbury near Roxbury Community College on 
Columbus Avenue. The Center is part of a larger 
network of related organizations that also offer 
workshops and clinics on things such as kitchen 
design, window and screen repair, electrical safety, 
green materials and methods, financing home repair 


and a good deal more.

Architects work with interior 
designers on controversial 
legislative proposal 


In Massachusetts for the past few years, a special 
BSA working group has been collaborating with a 
similar working group of interior designers to draft a 
“practice act” for interior designers that would guard 
the health, safety and welfare of the public while 
providing rigorous standards and education/training 
guidelines for interior designers...and protecting the 
practice of architecture. Those of us who serve on 
this working group of architects believe there is a 
need to provide greater recognition of interior 
designers as distinct professionals in our industry 
while not precluding architects from the practice of 
interior design. 


During the course of our meetings with our interior- 
design colleagues, it became clear to us that interior 
designers are at least as concerned as architects are 
about creating stringent requirements for the 
practice of interior design. To maintain the highest 
practice standards, all of us are looking to boost the 
FIDER requirements’ focus on accrediting only four- 
year interior-design programs. We are also exploring 
with NCIDQ, the interior-design testing board, the 
importance of codes and life-safety components as 
part of the testing apparatus. We are pushing to 
institutionalize three-year internships for interior 
designers similar to architects’ IDP program and, 
finally, we are hoping to minimize “grandfathering” 
should this new legislative draft become law. 


With years of guidance from the BSA Board of 
Directors and our colleagues who served in earlier 
years on the Legislative Affairs Committee, we 
believe that an interior-design practice act can be in 
place in the Commonwealth that will assure 
architects continued opportunities to practice 
interior design while also allowing qualified, licensed 
interior designers to practice their own profession 
with issues of public safety at the core. Currently, 
the interior-design community is circulating a draft 
of its proposed legislation. For a copy of the draft, 
send a 33¢ SASE to ID Draft Bill/AL, BSA, 52 
Broad St., Boston 02109. It is the intent of the BSA 
and AIA Massachusetts to act formally on the 
legislation when it is filed later this year; your

Architects receive State 
support on sales tax issue 


Long-time readers of the ChapterLetter may recall in 
the early 1990s, the Massachusetts Department of 
Revenue (DOR) conducted a series of audits of local 
architecture firms and concluded that these firms had 
been improperly avoiding sales taxes on reimbursable 
items (such as Diazo prints and photocopies) 
purchased for their public and other non-profit 
clients. Substantial assessments for back sales taxes, 
penalties and interest were assessed on architecture 
firms by DOR. The AIA Massachusetts/BSA 
Legislative Affairs Committee undertook a two-year 
negotiation process with DOR, which resulted in an 
amnesty program that allowed architecture firms to 
resolve these claims for significantly smaller amounts. 
In 1994, DOR issued a formal statement of its 
position on this issue, which clarified the State's 
position that sales taxes must be paid on all 
purchases of tangible goods related to professionals- 
services contracts regardless of the taxable or tax- 
exempt status of the client. 

Policy reversed 
Things have changed. The DOR has issued a new 
statement, resulting directly from an Appellate Tax 
Board (ATB) case brought by McGinley Hart & 
Associates against DOR, that reverses the 1994 
policy. In addition, abatement claims may now be 
filed although such claims are subject to a three-year 
statute of limitations. 


The case emerged when McGinley Hart, while 
working for the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Works (DPW), provided that agency with reports 
required by the agency and the agency's tax- 
exemption certificate applied to the photocopying of 
these materials. 


Subsequently, however, DOR assessed a “use” tax on 
the charges for the report. McGinley Hart appealed 
and the policy-reversal followed. Specifically, ATB 
ruled that McGinley Hart was acting as an “agent” 
for DPW, a tax-exempt public agency, and thus was 
not required to pay either sales or use taxes on 
reproduction of these reports. 


Boston accountant William J. Crane of Robert 
Ercolini & Co., in a special report to the BSA, noted 
that “the concept of agency is key to the decision” 
although “it is applied rather loosely.” Specifically, 
Crane notes that such printing for public agencies 
and other exempt entities will be tax-exempt “to the 
extent that the printing can be said to be ‘on behalf 
of’ the client.” Crane urges that contract language 
“should evidence such things as the requirement of 
prior client approval, designation of prints as the 
property of the client, and a statement that the 
client’s exemption certificate should be used.” Such 
client contracts with tax-exempt entities, Crane 


emphasizes, “should be drafted with care to be 
consistent with this agency ruling.” And he reminds 
us that abatement claims should be filed now to 
obtain refunds of sales and use taxes paid in error 
(subject to the statute of limitations noted above).

Developing brownfields can be 
more profitable 


Architects whose clients — especially out-of-state 
clients — ask for assistance in securing property for 
development should consider themselves fortunate to 
be practicing in Massachusetts. The Common- 
wealth recently adopted a series of regulations that 
makes the development of Brownfields — aban- 
doned industrial properties with some degree of 
contamination — a much better economic deal than 
had been the case under previous regulations. 


The current and prior state administrations recog- 
nized that these sites posed continuing pollution 
problems. However, without private investment the 
cost of clean-up would fall entirely on the public 
purse. Given the opportunity for unpredictable, 
escalating costs for mitigation and endless vulner- 
ability to litigation, such private investment was 
unlikely. Not only would the pollution remain but 
the property would continue to deteriorate and 
would generate no tax revenue. 


To change this, the Commonwealth gathered rep- 
resentatives of a dozen state and local agencies as 
well as representatives of the development, financial 
and underwriting communities to revise the 
regulations in a way that met the needs of all. The 
result is a program that was the subject of a one-day 
seminar sponsored a month ago by the National 
Association of Industrial and Office Properties/ 
NAIOP among others. Some of the benefits 
described during the seminar, from a developer's 
point of view, were: 


© State-subsidized environmental insurance to 
cover the risk of cost overruns in clean-up opera- 
tions, liability to third parties and business 
interruption. 

© State-subsidized insurance to protect lenders 
against loss on loans to brownfields projects. 

© Federal and state tax benefits in Economically 
Distressed Areas (about 200 communities and other 
areas in Massachusetts) for the cost of clean-up. 

© Grants or loans for study of a promising site and 
even financial assistance with actual clean-up efforts. 
© Possible abatement of back real-estate taxes by 
the local community, negotiable with the local 
community. 

© Reduce liability and clean-up costs with the use 
of appropriate, permanent Activity Use Limitations 
(AULs). 

© Closure on the developer’s exposure to liability 
through the state's covenant not to sue. 

© A list (under development) of eligible sites 
screened for appropriateness for a particular need. 
© Free assistance for private developers from the 
Massachusetts Governor's Office for Brownfields 
Revitalization. 
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makes the whole program work. Conceived as an 
ombudsman for the private sector, this state office 
will guide a client through the various agencies, 
programs and procedures affecting brownfield 
restoration.

It appears that this is a program that really creates a 
winning situation for everyone — including the 
architect who leads a client to the site of a successful 
project.

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“Why architects 
don't charge enough”

Sexual harassment affects 
contracted workers too 


Maria Jones is employed as a cleaning person for a 
company that provides housekeeping services to 
small businesses. Jones is often alone in the building 
after hours while performing her duties. One night 
while cleaning the offices of ABC Architecture Firm, 
John Smith — an executive at the firm — is working 
late. He offers to assist Jones with some heavy items 
she is carrying and subsequently engages her in small 
talk. In the course of their conversation, Smith asks 
Jones out for dinner and drinks. Jones declines. 
Although Smith never made any physical overture 
toward Jones or said anything that could be 
construed as rude or threatening, his actions made 
Jones uncomfortable. Aware of Smith's position in 
the firm, Jones felt that her job was jeopardized by 
her refusal. The following day, she reported the 
incident to her employer. 


Since Jones was employed by the cleaning company 
and not by ABC Architecture Firm, would the firm 
have any legal exposure to a sexual-harassment suit? 
You bet it would. Contracted employees are 
protected under the same sexual-harassment laws 
that apply to a firm's full-time employees. When you 
are advised by a contractor that an incident has 
ocurred, you must take the necessary steps to protect 


your firm. You should address the issue immediately. 
Schedule a meeting with the alleged harasser. You 
should have a witness present at this meeting who 
will be able to attest that you did discuss the incident 
with your employee. The witness should be a senior- 
level manager — not a peer of the accused employee. 
During this meeting, you should report the facts to 
the employee in a straightforward, non-accusatory 
way, allowing the employee to respond to the 
information presented. Your goal should be to find 
out exactly what ocurred and to solicit both sides of 
the story. You should also reiterate your firm's 
sexual-harassment policy, making it clear that this 
policy extends to contracted employees as well as co- 
workers. Document the meeting including the 
employee's response. 


Following the meeting, let the contracted employee/ 
vendor know that the situation has been addressed 
and documented and explain that you have taken 
steps to ensure that this kind of behavior will not 
happen again. This may demonstrate to the 
contractor that the complaint was heard and 


addressed swiftly. 


You also should send a memo to all of your 
employees that reiterates your firm's sexual- 
harassment policy. Underscore the fact that the rules 
that apply to co-workers also apply to vendors. You 
should also be sure that your sexual-harassment 
training materials are clear about the rules regarding 
vendors as well as employees. 


Maintaining a file that documents incidents of this 
kind and the actions taken to resolve the complaints 
also will help to protect your firm in the event that 
an employee of a vendor files a lawsuit.

The December meeting of the Board of Directors 
was also the Annual Meeting for the membership. 
(The Annual Meeting traditionally had been held at 
Build Boston but attracted very few members, 
perhaps because of the numerous other oppor- 
tunities at Build Boston.)
